Remembered, 
too.  will  be  the  renovations  to  Robert  Elliot  Field, 
which  forced  the  Falcons  to  play  three  home 
games  at  Monty  Tech,  and  another  at  Murdock 
High  School.

yard  interception  return,  which  sealed  the 
game.  Remembered  will  be  President  Mara 
leading  the  cheers  in  the  packed  stands  at 
Monty  Tech  Field.  The  cooler  of  water  being 
dumped  on  head  coach  Dave  Secino.  The 
tears  running  down  the  coach's  face  after  the 
final  gun  sounded.  Players  hugging  each  other, 
crying  for  joy.  Fans  hugging  each  other.  The 
wild  celebration  on  campus  that  night. 

After  four  long  years  of  frustration,  Fitchburg 
State  finally  won  a  football  game.  Then  just 
three  weeks  later,  the  Falcons  won  again.  No, 
the  SMU  game  was  not  a  miracle,  it  was  not  a 
fluke.  Fitchburg  State  traveled  to  Worcester 
State,  a  4-4  team  which  had  prevailed  in  4  of  its 
previous  5  contests.  The  seniors,  who  had  finally 
tasted  victory  against  SMU,  would  not  allow 
their  careers  to  end  on  a  losing  note. 
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The  win  over  Worcester  State  was  not  only  im- 
portant in  showing  that  Fitchburg  State's  first  win 
was  no  accident,  but  it  also  sends  the  returning 
into  the  off-season  on  an  upnote,  with  optimism 
abound. 

While  a  2-7  record  may  not  sound  overly  im- 
pressive, many  positive  notes  came  out  of  the 
season.  Obviously,  breaking  the  losing  streak, 
and  winning  2  of  the  final  4  games  sets  the  tone 
for  greater  success  in  the  future.  A  closer  look 
reveals  that  the  Falcons  broke  14  team  records, 


including  total  offensive  yars  and  total  rushing 
yards.  Sixteen  individual  records  were  also 
shattered,  including  yards  rushing  in  a  game 
and  yards  per  reception. 

With  their  most  successful  season  as  a  varsity 
team  behind  them,  the  Fitchburg  State  football 
squad  has  a  bright  future  on  the  horizon.  The 
majority  of  both  the  offensive  and  defensive 
units  should  be  back  in  1990.  Falcon  football 
has  arrived.

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When  the  volleyballers  came  back  from 
the  Salem  State  Tournament  with  7  straight 
losses  and  a  4-11  record,  it  looked  as 
though  they  might  be  in  for  a  long  year.  But 
the  Falcons  used  that  tournament  as  a 
building  block  to  turn  their  season  around. 
From  that  point  on,  Fitchburg  State  went  8- 
5,  ending  the  season  with  a  three  game 
winning  streak.  The  season  finale  was  a 
thrilling  3-1  upset  of  MASCAC  rival  Fram- 
ingham  State.  That  victory  vaulted  the  Fal- 
cons into  a  second  place  tie  in  the  confer- 
ence. 

The  season  saw  the  spikers  finish  12-16,  a 
marked  improvement  from  the  7-25  record 
of  a  year  ago.  Head  coach  Bob  Murray 
led  the  sguad  to  a  3-2  MASCAC  record,  as 


well  as  a  berth  in  the  MAI  AW  state  tourna- 
ment. 

It  was  a  very  satisfying  year  for  Murray 
and  his  team.  Most  of  the  key  players  were 
returnees  from  last  year,  and  these  players 
showed  tremendous  progress  in  their  skills. 
Senior  co-captain  Cindy  Vayo,  a  two  year 
captain  and  four  year  player  earned  first 
team  All-MASCAC  honors  for  her  domi- 
nant play  at  the  net.

With  only  one  home  game  all 
season,  the  Falcons  would  have  trouble 
winning  any  games  right? 

Guess  again.  Head  coach  Malcolm 
MacPherson  did  a  masterful  job  in  leading 
the  road  warriors  to  a  9-6-2  record  in  what 
was  truly  a  rebuilding  year.  Eighteen  of  the 
22  players  on  the  team  were  freshmen  and 
sophomores,  and  only  three  seniors  will  be 
departing.  The  Falcons  should  be  back 
near  the  top  of  the  MASCAC  in  the  next 
couple  of  years. 


Where  1988  saw  the  scoring  evenly  dis- 
tributed, 1989  had  only  one  player,  sopho- 
more Jason  Malone,  dominate  the  offensive 
statistics.  A  scoring  machine,  Malone  tal- 
lied 15  goals  and  7  assists,  accounting  for 
71%  of  the  Falcon  offensive  production.  For 
his  performance  Malone  earned  first  team 
All-MASCAC  honors.  Freshman  MikeCirillo 
had  an  outstanding  rookie  year,  scoring  4 
goals  and  4  assists,  despite  battling  an 
ankle  injury  most  of  the  way.  Senior  co- 
captain  Sean  Mullen  capped  a  brilliant 
career  with  first  team  All-MASCAC  honors 
for  his  play  in  the  Fitchburg  State  backfield. 
Mullen  started  every  single  game  through- 
out his  four  year  career  as  a  Falcon. 
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FIELD  HOCKEY 
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After  three  straight  MASCAC  Champion- 
ships, the  Women's  Cross  Country  team 
was  hoping  for  more  of  the  same.  It  was  not 
to  Pe.  Hosting  the  meet  at  Coggshall  Park, 
the  women  harriers  wound  up  in  6th  place 
in  the  meet.  For  the  fourth  consecutive 
time,  however,  FitchPurg  State  did  crown 
the  individual  champion.  Senior  Michelle 
Penno  picked  up  where  the  now  gradu- 
ated Kim  Bresnahan  left  off,  winning  the 
conference  with  time  of  19.44. 

Like  the  men,  the  lady  runners  struggled 
this  season.  The  team  suffered  a  tremen- 
dous Plow  when  senior  Angela  Benoit  suf- 


fered a  broken  ankle  early  in  the  year.  The 
Falcons  had  trouble  getting  untracked  fol- 
lowing her  injury. 

Coggshall  Park  was  also  the  sight  of  the 
Women's  Invitational  Meet,  in  which  Fitch- 
burg  State  finished  sixth.  Penno  was  again 
the  team's  top  performer  with  a  sixth  place 
showing. 

Coach  Jim  Jellison's  squad  was  a  rela- 
tively young  one,  which  had  little  col- 
legiate cross  country  experience.  Building 
on  the  returners  and  next  year's  recruiting 
class,  he  hopes  to  bring  the  Falcons  back 
to  the  top  next  season.

What  a  season.  What  a  glorious  season. 
Fifteen  straight  ECAC  North/South  wins  to 
end  the  year.  Winning  12  of  the  last  13 
games  overall.  Going  21-7  overall  and  20- 
4  in  the  conference.  But,  of  course,  all  that 
is  topped  by  the  results  of  the  last  two 
games. 

Coach  Dean  Fuller's  sguad,  which  in- 
cluded just  two  seniors,  put  together  a 
championship  run  of  epic  proportions.  In 
that  15  game  streak,  the  Falcons  pul- 
verized conference  foes  by  a  whopping 


101-36  margin.  In  the  first  nine  games,  FSC 
had  struggled  to  a  very  average  5-4  rec- 
ord. They  had  big  wins  early  against  SMU 
and  Curry  but  fell  at  home  to  Skidmore  and 
Stonehill. 

Finishing  the  regular  season  at  1 7-4  in  the 
North/South,  the  Falcons  earned  the  num- 
ber one  seed  in  the  playoffs.  In  front  of  three 
consecutive  packed  houses,  FSC  rolled 
over  NH  College,  SMU,  and  Conn.  College 
to  win  the  championships. 
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Women's  hoop  is  most  definitely  on  the 
rise  here  at  Fitchburg  State.  After  a  dismal 
4-19  showing  last  year,  the  Falcons  jumped 
up  to  11-14  in  1989-1990.  Though  not  spec- 
tacular numbers,  they  are  clear  evidence 
that  head  coach  Steve  Forte  is  turning 
things  around  on  the  harawood.  The  1 1  wins 
ties  the  school  mark  for  most  in  season. 
Their  5-7  MASCAC  record  was  also  FSC's

best  conference  finish. 

After  starting  the  season  at  4-2,  the  Fal- 
cons went  through  a  tough,  5  game  win- 
less  spell.  Winning  4  of  their  next  5  upped 
the  season  mark  to  .500.  The  hot  streak  then 
ended  with  a  4  game  losing  skid.  FSC  then 
won  3  of  its  last  4  to  close  out  the  year.  In  the 
MASCAC  tournament,  however,  the  Fal- 
cons went  cold  again,  falling  to  a  pesky 


Westfield  St.  squad,  51-47. 

Offensively,  FSC  assaulted  the  school 
books  this  year,  averaging  more  than  any 
other  women's  team  in  FSC  history.  Their  89 
points  against  Framingham  St.  and  86 
against  Suffolk  were  the  two  most  produc- 
tive games  on  record.  This  team  also 
made  a  whopping  29  steals  in  the  Suffolk 
game,  another  record. 
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WOMEN'S  BASKETBALL 
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The  Falcon's  were  optimistic  heading 
into  the  season.  The  young  team  from  a 
year  ago  had  a  season  under  its  belt.  New 
head  coach  Bob  Bonci  brought  an  up- 
beat attitude  to  the  squad.  The  Falcons 
were  an  obviously  improved  team,  yet  still 
struggled  to  a  6-20  overall  record,  1-11  in 
the  MASCAC.  Although  they  gained  two 
wins  on  last  year's  4-22  mark,  Bonci  and  his 
birds  provided  several  promising  signs  of  a 
basketball  revival  in  Parkinson  gym. 

Offensively  and  defensively  they  im- 
proved in  nearly  every  statistical  category. 
After  starting  out  4-5,  though,  the  Falcons 
went  on  a  9  game  skid  which  began  with  a 


99-94  overtime  heartbreaker  in  Worcester, 
The  streak  ended  with  a  bit  of  revenge  as 
FSC  knocked  off  the  Lancers  86-83  in  Wor- 
cester. Another  big  win  came  over  Little 
East  power,  UMass-Boston,  a  thrilling  110- 
103  overtime  victory.  The  season  came  to 
an  abrupt,  130-89  halt,  though,  at  Salem  St. 
in  the  opening  round  of  the  first  ever 
MASCAC  Tournament. 

Falcon  fans  were  treated  to  several  out- 
standing individual  performances  on  the 
season.  Junior  Dana  Belair  became  only 
the  fourth  member  of  FSC's  1000  point  club, 
notching  his  bucket  in  the  finale  against 
Salem  St. 
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MEN'S  BASKETBALL 
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FSC  Cheerleading  took  a  leap  into  the 
90's  by  hurdling  one  ot  the  greatest  ob- 
stacles. The  football  cheerleading  squad 
of  1989  became  recognized  as  a  team 
sport. 

The  squad  gained  a  coach,  Miss  Betsy 
White,  a  budget  and  a  cheerleading 
camp.  The  squad  took  advantage  of  this 
advancement  by  organizing  aerobic 
workouts  led  by  Co-Capt.  Maryellen  Spell- 
man  and  creating  a  new  halftime  show. 

The  squad  really  showed  their  spirit  by 
sticking  by  the  football  team  during  rain, 
sleet,  and  sometimes  snow.  They  have 
seen  the  infamous  Plymouth  St.  42-FSC  0. 
They  sent  spirit  boosters  to  all  football 
players  just  to  let  them  know  that  someone 
was  behind  them. 

The  FSC  Cheerleaders  also  arranged 
the  first  homecoming  game  in  FSC  history 
in  which  balloons,  streamers,  a  hoop  for 
the  team  to  jump  through,  and  a  halftime 
program  was  added. 

All  of  this  would  not  be  complete  without 
the  help  of  the  team's  sponsor  —  FSC's  own 
Army  ROTC.  Thank  you  Paulette  Rameau 
and  Major  Archambault!!!  Without  your 
help,  we  would  not  exist. 

Goodbye  to  Co-Capts.  Sue  Stewart  and 
Maryellen  Spellman  and  Jodye  Ruiz.  Al- 
ways remember  the  year  of  the  wins!!!!! 
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Even  though  pitching  and  defense  are  not  one  of 
FSC's  Baseball  team,  with  just  one  experienced  pitcher, 
the  Falcons  struggled  to  a  proud  6-17  record.  First  year 
head  coach  John  McGuirk  helped  the  Falcons  to  im- 
prove upon  last  year's  5-28  record.  The  Baseball  team 
also  won  two  conferences  which  last  year  they  had  lost. 

Junior,  Doug  Hajjar  paced  not  only  the  team,  but  also 
the  MASCAC  with  a  .478  mark  —  a  new  FSC  single  sea- 
son record.  Hajjar  was  also  twice  named  MASCAC 
Player  of  the  Week. 

Junior  Co-Captain  Mark  Pierce  played  with  remark- 
able talent  and  finally  increased  his  average  to  .394 
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after  two  straight  years  around  .250.  Pierce  also  led  the 
team  with  21  RBI,  while  scoring  21  runs. 

Senior  Co-Captain  Jim  Basile  hit  .368,  while  leading 
the  team  in  runs  with  23  and  the  M  ASCAC  in  triples  with  5. 

Senior  Mike  Pietla  averaged  .301,  scoring  19  times. 

The  pitching  staff  was  led  Py  Senior  Steve  Mason. 
Freshmen  Brian  Kuptas  and  Bryan  Wilson  and  sopho- 
more Jim  Krone  struggled  but  did  show  promising  signs 
for  a  successful  future  season. 

With  many  individualistic  achievements,  the  Falcons 
hope  to  pull  together  for  a  more  successful  season  next 
year. 
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BASEBALL 
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Although  the  beginning  of  the  season 
was  off  to  a  tough  start,  the  Women's  Soft- 
ball team  finished  the  spring  season  with  a 
proud  10-12  record.
